Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representatives pointed out the limitation "approximately 
linearly" and that Marsh discloses in col. 5, near the bottom of the column "curved face". The examiner indicated that 
the curved face taught by Marsh et al includes approximately linear, and that MPEP 2144.04IVB states that change in 
shape does not make nonobviuos unless there is criticality disclosed. Applicant's representatives pointed out that the 
order of the forming of the depression and the printing of the conductor differs in the Marsh et al reference and in 
applicant's invention. Applicant's representatives indicated that a proposed amendment would be faxed. With respect 
to claims 84 and 97, applicant's representative pointed out that the printing in the recess is separate from out side the 
recess, which is not disclosed by the prior art of record.
